Finally, both governments shall waive any and all claims (other than contractual 
claims) against each other for personal injury to or death of their military or civilian 
personnel, or for damage, loss, or destruction of the other's property arising out of 
activities covered by this agreement. The United States shall pay, in accordance with 
United States law. fair and reasonable compensation in settlement of meritorious claims 
by third parries arising out of acts or omissions of United States personnel, or which arc 
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otherwise incident to agreed activities by United States personnel in connection with their 
mission in Panama. 

Additional arrangements as may be necessary may be entered into by the 
appropriate authorities of the two Governments, * * 

The Embassy of the United States of America proposes that this note and the 
Ministry's reply thereto shall constitute an agreement between the two Governments 
on this subject and that its provisions shall be in effect as of the date of the Ministry's
